RAISING OF TRUCK. 


t ’ol. Van B. W isker Chats Enter 
tainingly On the Snhject. 


THE WORK IS FOR MANY 


Small Tracts Devoted to Market and 
Fruit Gardeiiiug* Will Cer- 
thiuly Fav Well. 


The market and fruit gardening 
industries of Sedalia and suburbs 
are deserving of more than passing 
attention, for they not only supply 
our city with a large amount of 
fresh fruits and vegetables in sea­ 
son, but give 
occupation 
to 
no 
small number of workers of both 
sexes and all ages, from the eight- 
year-old boy and girl to the white- 
haired old grandfather. 
Y e t not­ 
withstanding the numbers already 
engaged in this home occupation, a 
large amount of garden truck is 
shipped in from north, south and 
west annually. 
Col. V an B, W isker has been for 
years an advocate of small farms 
and intensive farming, as one of 
the direct ways wliereby so-called 
•‘ hard times” may be overcome, 
and many a family whicii is now 
depending on the precarious salary 
of its wage-carner become virtually 
independent on some five or ten- 
iicrc tract near any city of the size 
of Sedalia. 
In reply to a little questioning, 
when the colonel was in the D e m ­ 


o c r a t sanctum a day or two ago, 
he said : 
Y es,I believe there are too many 
people in all our towns and cities 
waiting, IMicawber-like, for some­ 
thing to turn up in the w ay of a 
position or some soft job that will 
exactly suit them, and wdio don’t 
have snap enough, or forethought 
enough, to turn one up thelnsolves. 
W h y the possibilities of intelligent 
occupation on a five-acre patch for 
a vvhole family of boys, girls, the 
old man and even grandma— are 
too numerous to mention, and the 
pay in ruddy health, independence, 
good living, with plenty of small 
change 
throughout 
the 
year, 
is 
more than most people imagine. 
“ O f course it can be made nar­ 
row-minded, backaching, parsimo­ 
nious d rud gery; but it can also be 
just the reverse, except the back- 
aching. 
A n ache of some kind is 
sure to come with any kind of 
work. 
Even editors get cramped 
fingers, 
backache 
and 
headache 
sometimes. 
Isn’t that so.^ 
“ Y o u ask me whether I am theo­ 


rizing or 
speaking from 
experi­ 
ence? W ell, in great measure from 
my own and other men’s experi­ 
ence. 
For instance, I know of one 
who gardens wuthin the city of Se­ 
dalia on not more than two and a 
half acres. 
He has a helpful fam­ 
ily of boys and girls. 
They live 
well, w^ ork hard, undoubtedly, but 
have many a pleasant outing, seem 
always good-natured, and, on good 
authority, 
the 
man 
is 
said 
to 
^ 
7 
have 
a 
snug 
sum 
of 
money 
saved 
up. 
He 
is 
a 
German, 
of course. 
There are, however, 
some Americans in the vicinity of 
Sedalia who are trucking and small 
fruit growing and making large re­ 
turns for their acreage. 
“ The drawback with most native 
Americans is that they w'ant to 
own too much land, and try to 
farm or garden too large an acre­ 
age. 
This is my own personal ex­ 
perience and that of my sons. 
W e 
know better, but nevertheless we 
have not yet overcome that inborn 
American habit of trying to spread 
out and cover as much ground as 
possible, instead of trying to raise 
the most ‘garden sass’ and fruit on 
the least land possible. 
Neverthe­ 
less, on one-twentieth of an acre 
we raised this season twenty bush­ 
els of 
potatoes, which, 
as most 
schoolboys know, is at the rate of 
400 bushels per acre. This was ex­ 
perimental. 
“ On another part of the farm 
my son has put in and cultivated 
twenty acres of potatoes. 
T iiey’re 
not yet dug, but if he gets one- 
fourth of that yield per acre, he 
will do well on so large a plant- 
ing. 
“ This, I think, will again prove 
that what is possible on a small 
farm of two to ten acres is not pos­ 
sible on one or two hundred acres. 
W hy, s‘r, quarter-acre patches of 
sweet corn, tomatoes, asparagus, 
peas, beans, Irish and sweet pota­ 
toes, and all kinds of garden truck, 
can be made to pay one season 
with another, 
from at least fifty 
up 
to 
two 
hundred 
dollars 
per acre, where cultivation is lim­ 
ited to small tracts of five acres or 
less. 
“ W ith small fruits are the same. 
Last vear one of our model fruit 
growlers, southeast of Sedalia, net­ 
ted one thousand dollars 
from 
a 
three 
and 
a 
half 
acre 
patch 
of 
strawberries. 
This 
year 
his 
patch 
had 
been 
’ ncreased 
to 
six 
acres. 
Probably 
he 
netted 
no 
more 
than 
before, 
but 
hope he did, as he has abundant 
pluck, energy and industry. 
Next 
season he expects 
to 
crop 
from 
twelve acres of strawberries. 
M ay 
success attend him. 
“ But, to come 
back 
to 
small 
patch farming, I believe it would 
be one of the greatest blessings to 
many a family if they could arrange 
to get out upon a small 
tract 
of 
good land adjoining Sedalia and 
make it the pleasure and toil 
of 


their lives, to cultivate it well in 
fruit, vegetables and flowers and 
market the products. Sedalia could 
use all that one hundred five acre 
tracts could supply. 
Not,of course, 
if everyone went to raising noth­ 
ing but beets or radishes, but all of 
everything that intelligent industry 
would raise. 
A n d if too much is 
raised for the home market, it is 
one of the best shipping points in 
the United States.” 
“ Couldn’t small tracts be sold 
and planted out and cultivated by 
land sellers, as in California, until 
purchasers were ready to 
oocupy 
them ?” 
“ Certainly, why not ? T h a t’s what 
my son and self are prepared to do. 
But, Mr. Editor, come and see us 
at Fairview Heights, just two and 
a half miles from the court house, 
and take a look at the Qiieen City 
early in the morning, when the sun 
is shining 
upon her face. 
She’s 
more than beautiful. 
She’s inter­ 
esting 
and inspiring. 
There are 
wonderful possibilities in our grow ­ 
ing city. 
A n yw a y, talk Tip small 
farming, for better than riciics in 
money, 
bonds 
or 
stocks, all of 
which give more or less 
anxiety 
and generally keep selfishness act­ 
ive, is a comfortable home of a few 
acres, where every tree or shrub 
• 
^ 
has its value or pleasant memory, 
and the cultivation of which gives 
not riciies, but enough to live on ; 
therefore independence. Adios, mi 
amigo. 
W e may talk Spanish now 
without being unpatriotic. 
Next 
season we shall probably attempt 
to raise Spanish oriions and Span­ 
ish chestnuts on our place.

enced company cooks, the limita­ 
tion of the amount of grease eaten 
by the men, thus avoiding acute in­ 
digestion and diarrhoea, 
a 
camp 
situated aw ay from low grounds, 
heavily wooded, whose 
soil 
the 
sun never touches, and which is 
subject to the overflow from other 
camps, thus permitting clean, fresh 
air in abundance for the camp. 
“ 
In addition to these, it is im­ 
portant that the men shall be con­ 
fined to the army rations as strictly 
ns 
possible, 
excepting 
in 
cases 
where ripe, fresh vegetables can be 
supplied. 
Much of the sickness of 
every camp is due to the fact tliat 
peddlers without conscience and 
w ith an abundant supply of indi­ 
gestible pies and other stuff are 
permitted to prey upon the cam p.” 
“ 
I have,” continued Dr. C ra w ­ 
ford, “ 
on different occasions, after 
severe attacks of vomiting on the 
part of the men, made search for 
the hind-end gates of the peddlers’ 
>vafgbns, which I imagine must have 
bSen eaten after the contents of the 
waigons had been exhausted. 
“ 
A s to medical supplies and the 
conduct of hospitals, I have noth­ 
ing to say,” concluded Dr. C ra w ­ 
ford.

I do, however, have a just 
sense of pride in the sanitary condi­ 
tion 
of 
the Second NIissoiiri. 
I 
think that part of the unusually 
good health of the Second Nlissouri 
is due to its general irgelligence, a 
fact attested by the ability of every 
one of its members being able to 
the muster roll in a legible 
hand.”

Is at Present Very Active in Germany— 
Enormous Exports. 


The iron industry is at 
this mo­ 
ment verv active in Germanv. It re- 
V 
v' 
Ceives in particular numerous orders 
for economical railroads, bridges and 
the works of machines. The factories 
that construct electric apparatus are 
especially 
busy. 
It is true that 
certain manufactures, pipes, for ex­ 
ample, have had such a development 
that they have not yet found markets 
for their entire production. 
On the 
other hand, the middle manufactories 
to-day buy their iron, steel and half- 
manufactured products at prices so 
high that they have great difficulty 
to work at a profit. A remedy for this 
condition is sought 
in 
agreements 
which aim to unify prices, regulate 
production, and distribute orders for 
export among all the manufacturers, 
both small and great. 
The persons 
interested have even gone so far as to 
devise the formation of a union of all 
the producers of iron and steel, which 
asks the producers of coal and ore to 
lend them support by making more 
unfavorable terms to manufacturers 
who refuse to enter into the syndicate. 
In 1S96 Germany exported 1,G15,- 
000 tons of iron, or the equivalent of 
the total French production of botli 
iron and steel. 
Amonsr modern industries if there 
is one v/hich appears full of future 
and proiy,ise it is the one which 
Itself with the applications of elec­ 
tricity. 
The Germans have stepped 
into line here with remarkable energy. 
They were wise enough to acquire, a 
few years ago, patents of inventions 
made in other countries and to make 
a series of applications of them. They 
have had especially the art of obtain­ 
ing orders from all parts of the world; 
these have established the prosperity 
of their works and permitted t!:em to 
give a prodigious development to 
their installations. 
It is astonishing to see how a certain 
number of large houses or societies 
have, without making any essential 
discovery, profited by foreign discov­ 
eries and developed in 15 years an in­ 
dustry which is to-day cited through­ 
out the world as a model.— Raphael-

on to pay, and while Victoria permit­ 
ted the people to be taxed to settle the 
private obligations 
of 
her uncles, 
George IV. and William lA^., she her­ 
self paid the debts of her father, the 
duke of Kent, with full interest, and 
has several times settled the liabilities 
cf the prince of Wales to the extent of 
several millions of dollars. 
There is a great deal of gossip and 
speculation in England as to the dis­ 
position the qiioeii has made of her 
immense property. 
The bulk of it 
will undoubtedly go to the prince of 
Wales, and it is .supposed that her best 
estates are entailed upon her 
suc­ 
cessors, with the condition that thev 
shall never be mortgaged or alienated 
in anv way. 
It is also assumed that 
the palace at Osborne and a liberal 
amount of bonds and leases will be 
left to her favorite daughter. Princess 
Beatrice, who is also expecting to in­ 
herit the fortune of Empress Eugenie, 
whose son, the ill-fated 
prince im­ 
perial, was to have been her husband. 
Princess Louise, the wife of the mar­ 
quis of of Lome, has no children, and 
her husband will inherit the immense 
estates of the duke of Arg^de, so that 
she will be well provided for. 
Empress Frederick 
of 
Germany, 
the oldest daughter, is already im­ 
mensely wealthy. 
She has an an­ 
nuity of $U),00(> 
a vear from 
the 
English treasury, an allowance from 
the Prussian treasury, she inherited 
$2,160,000 from her husband, and an 
equal amount from the Italian duch­ 
ess 
Galleria 
several 
years 
ago. 
Princess Helena is the poorest of all 
the chilclren, having married an impe­ 
cunious (ierman 
prince and being 
compelled to live upon the allowance 
of £6,000 she receives from parlia­ 
ment. 
'Jliere 
is a vague 
prospect 
that some time or another he may be 
a rich man, since he is next heir to 
the large 
entailed 
estates 
of his 
nephew, the duke of Schleswig-Hol­ 
stein, whose revenues amount to about 
$80,000 a year. 
The duchess of A l­ 
bany is poor, and with her chrce chil­ 
dren is entirely dependent upon a 
pension from parliament and an al­ 
lowance from the queen. 
Tlie duke 
of Edinburgh is enormously rich, hav­ 
ing inherited liis mother's 
capacity 
for the accumulation and investment 
cf property. The duke of Connaught 
is also well provided for.
